Bishop Simpson made n shorl opening ad-
dress, He sald the Convention had heen onlled
tor the purpose of extending the aystem ot Sun-
day Schools and Christian education. The ob-
Ject and design ot Bunday Schools is, tirst, to
give them a clear understnnding of the Holy
Seriptures; and sccondly, tne early conversion
ol the pupils to God; and thirdly, their duty to
themselves nnd the community at large, Sun-
day schools, he smd, were supposzed o be
modern institutions; but Cnrist ueked questions
of the ministers of the law. The custem among
the early fathers was to call their children
together for instruction; but it is modern in it
misgionary operations, brioging the entire
youth ot the country under n systemalic train.
mg in the principies of religion.

t i8 also n modern ipstitavon, in that it
epecially seeks the early conversion ot chil-
dren, to save them from evil habits and carly
temptations. He sald that the Methodiats in
their early history were censured for t(his ides
or plan, but now it is adopted by all denomi-
pations. Becondly, it eaucates the youth to a
common sympathy with homsuity, and oalth
vates a large lberality for church interests
througnh 1te miszionary und other collections,
This education will prepare them to devise
plansg, dnd execute them with such efficiency
as we now have bul litgle coneeption of. The
speaker then referred to the mode of teaching
in Sunday Behools, and said that the sysiem
should be ol such & charscter as to bring up
the pupils so that they become tenchers, The
older scholars should graduate as teachers, as
im Normal Bechools, a5 an educated teacher s
required and essential to give a proper under-
standing of the lessons taught., He said sing-
ing was p very pleasant exereise in the schools,
but it should not take the place of the cate-
chism and other religious instruction.

The reverend gentleman then referred to the
centenary collections now being made for the
cavse ol education, and said that during the
session of the Illinols Conference $87,000 wis
rajged at one meeting, $78,000 at Canton, Ohio,
$48,000 ot one meeting av Pitteburg, and $700,000
in New York.

He velerved to Mr. Vineent, the Assistant
Secretnry of the Methodist Sunday School
Union, as being present for the purpose of or-
gauizing Sundny School Institutes for teachers
ol Bunday Schools, and he believed thut the
orgamization ol these institutions would give a
great impetus to the cauge of Sunday Schools.
